Dear Messieurs Tun and Dorsey: 

This letter confirms the agreement between your client, Lamell Seeney, and the Office of the 
United States Attorney for the District of Columbia (hereinafter also refeiTcd to as "the Government" 
or "this Office"). If your client accepts the tenns and conditions of this offer, please have your client 
execute this document in the space provided below. Upon receipt of the executed document, this 
letter will become the plea agreement. The temis of the offer are as follows: 

1. Your client, Lamell Seeney, agrees to admit guilt and enter a plea of guilty to Using, 
Carr>dng and Possessing a Fireami During a Drug Trafficking Offense, in violation of 1 8 U.S.C. , 
Section 924 (c)(1) and Possession with Intent to Distribute Cocaine, in violation of D.C. Section 48- 
904.01 (a)(1) as set forth in Counts 1 and 2 of tlie Superceding Infomiation. Your client understands 
that pursuant to 18 U.S.C. 924(c)(1), the charge of Using, Cairyingand Possessing a Fireami During 
a Drug Trafficking Offense carries a maximum sentence of life iiiiprisonment^ mandatory 
minimum sentence of five year?(a nne or up to $250^00, ana upTo ^^mfy^^^ofsvi^QnnsQax^iisQ 
Your client further understands that pursuant to D.C. Section 48-ytffo 1(a)(2)(A), the charge of 
Possession with hitent to Distribute Cocaine canies a maximum sentence of 30 years of 
imprisonment, a fine of up to $500,000, up to five years of supervised release, and an assessment of 
between $ 1 00 and $5,000 to the Crime Victims Compensation Fund. In addition, your client agrees 
to pay a special assessment of $100 per felony conviction to the Clerk of the United States District 
Court for the District of Columbia prior to the date of sentencing. Your client further understands 
that your client will be sentencedvaccording to 18 U.S.C. Sections 3553(a) and 3553(c) through (t), 
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upon consideration of the United States Sentencing Guidelines Manual (''Sentencing Guidelines"), 
which will apply to determine your client's guideline range, Your client also understands that 
pursuant to 18 U.S. C. Section 3571 and Section 5 E 1.2 of the Sentencing Guidelines, the Court may 
also impose a fme that is sufficient to pay the federal government the costs of any imprisonment, 
term of supervised release and period of probation. Further, your client understands that if your 
client has two or more convictions for a crime of violence or felony drug offense, your client may 
be subject to the substantially higher guideline penalties provided for in the career offender statutes 
and provisions of the Sentencing Guidelines.

2. Your client agrees and will acknowledge at the time of the plea of guilty to the criminal S 2,J{^flLMM 
charge stated above that, pursuant to Section 1B1.3 of the Sentencing Guidelines, your client is ^cUidjiJ^ 
accountable for at least 50 grams but less than 150 gi-ams of cocaine base, also known as crack, ^/^ (___, 
which quantity represents the total amount involved in your client's relevant criminal conduct, 
including amounts your client distributed or possessed with intent to distribute. / \^'^ 

3. In addition, your client agrees to the forfeiture of your client's interest in the property 
seized during the execution of the search wan'ant at 58 1 5 5"^ Street, Northeast, Washington, D.C. on 
June 7, 2005, including the $13,706 in cash, the Biyco Jennings 9 mm pistol and the 9 mm 
ammunition, as property constituting, or derived from, proceeds obtained, directly or indirectly, as 
the result of illegal daig trafficking and/or property used or intended to be used to commit or to 
facilitate illegal drug trafficking. Your client further agi'ees not to contest the administrative 
forfeiture of the aforementioned property if such administrative forfeiture proceedings are initiated 
by a law enforcement agency. Your client acknowledges and agrees that the Government reserves 
its right to bring a civil action(s), if necessary, in any jurisdiction for the forfeiture of any of your 
client's assets, real or personal, that are subject to forfeiture pursuant to any federal statute. 
However, in the event that the $14,028,68 which was seized from defendant's checking and/or 
savings accounts at the Bank of America has not yet been administratively forfeited, defendant 
reserves the right to contest the forfeiture of that property. 

4. Your client agrees not to object to the Government's recommendation to the Court at the 
time of the plea of guilty in this case that, pursuant to 18 U.S.C. § 3143, your client be detained 
without bond pending your client's sentencing in this case. 



5. In entering this plea of guilty, your client understands and agrees to waive certain rights 
afforded to your client by the Constitution of the United States and/or by statute, including: the right 
against self-incrimination with respect to the offense(s) to which your client is pleading guilty; the 
right to an indictment; the right to be tried by a jury ,or by a judge sitting without a jury; the right to 
be assisted by an attorney at trial; and the right to confront and cross-examine witnesses. Your client 
further agrees that the District Judge should make any Sentencing Guidelines detenninations. . ^^^ 

6. Your client understands that the sentence/n this case will be imposed in accordance with ; r^ <r 
18 U.S.C. Sections 3553(a) and 3553(c) through (f), upon consideration of the United States C_C 3 
Sentencing Commission's Guidelines Manual. Your client further understands that the sentence to 
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be imposed is a matter solely within the discretion of the Court. Your client acknowledges that the 
Court is not obligated to follow any recommendation of the Government at the time of sentencing. 

7. Your client understands that this Office reserves its full right of allocution for puiposes 
of sentencing in this matter. In particular, the United States reserves its right to recommend a 
specific period of incarceration and fine up to the maximum sentence of incarceration and fine 
allowable by law. hi addition, if in this plea agreement the Government has agreed to recommend 
or refrain fi-om recommending to the Court a particular resolution of any sentencing issue, the 
Govenmient reserves its right to full allocution in any post-sentence litigation in order to defend the 
Court's ultimate decision on such issues. Your client further understands that the Government 
retains its full right of allocution in connection with any post-sentence motion which may be filed 
in this matter and/or any proceeding(s) before the Bureau of Prisons. In addition, your client 
acknowledges that the Government is not obligated and does not intend to file any downward 
departure sentencing motion under Section 5K1 . 1 of the Sentencing Guidelines, 1 8 U.S.C. Section 
3553(e), or any post-sentence downward departure modon in this case pursuant to Rule 35(b) of the 
Federal Rules of Criminal Procedure. 

8. Your client understands and agrees that your client will not be allowed to move to 
withdrav/ the guilty plea entered under tliis agreement solely because of the harshness of the sentence 
imposed. Such a motion to withdraw shall constitute a breach of this agreement. 

9. This Office will request that the Court dismiss the indictment in this case at the time of 
sentencing. Your client, however, agrees and acknowledges that the charges to be dismissed at the 
time of sentencing were based in fact. 

10. The Government agrees that the base offense level for the crime to which your client is 
pleading guilty should be decreased by three levels based upon your client's acceptance of 
responsibihty and will file a motion with the Court, pursuant to Section 3E1 .1 , provided that your 
client cooperates and is truthful and candid during the pre-sentence investigation, and does not 
attempt to obstruct justice, deceive, witliliold, or otherwise mislead any law enforcement agent, the 
Court, the Probation Office or the Government concerning any issue relevant to the imposition of 
sentence. Your client agrees not to seek any decreases in your client's base offense level other than 
those which are agreed to by the Government in this paragraph. Your client further agrees not to 
seek a downward departure for any reason, other than the reasons listed in 1 8 U.S.C. Section 3553 
(f), irom the otherwise applicable guideline range established by the Sentencing Guidelines. Your 
client understands and acknowledges that the position of the Government with respect to your 
client's base offense level, like any other recommendation made by the United States Attomey's 
Office at the time of sentencing, is not binding on the Probation Office or the Court, neither of which 
are parties to this agreement. Your client understands and acknowledges that the failure of the Court 
to sentence your client in accordance with the terms of this paragraph shall not be grounds for your 
client to withdraw his the plea of guilty in this case. 

11. This letter sets forth the entire understanding between the parties and constitutes the 
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complete plea agreement between your client and the United States Attorney's Office for the District 
of Columbia. This agreement supersedes all prior understandings, promises, agreements, or 
conditions, if any, between this Office and your client. 

12. This agi"eement only binds the United States Attorney's Office for the District of 
Columbia. It does not bind any other United States Attorney's Office or any other office or agency 
of the United States Government, including, but not limited to, the Tax Division of the United States 
Department of Justice, the hitemal Revenue Service of the United States Department of the Treasury; 
or any state or local prosecutor. These individuals and agencies remain free to prosecute your client 
for any offense(s) committed wathin their respective jurisdictions. 

13. There are no other agreements, promises, understandings or undertakings between yoLir 
client and this Office . Your client understands and acknowledges that there can be no valid addition 
or alteration to this agreement unless the modification is made on the record in open Court or made 
in a wTiting signed by all of the parties.
